III my tiaveU since 1 
wrote you laiit I Mive aecn the larg- 
est portion of western W. T. Alter 
loriring the fair nt Elmu we took 
the Htngc for Monterimo n distance 
of twelve miliM through the valleys, 
nverraounlainaiind tlirou(;lt u heavy 
timber country, and most oE tho 
way it Is ii^plendid grazing country; 
stuck live and keep fnt in the pas- 
turcatheyeariuroundhithia country. 
Montenuio hna n ])oj)ulntion of about 
.1.000 We then took the bout down 
tho river for Abcrdecu which la 15 
mile* below tho plnconbovomontion- 
wh). TheUtter phicehnti aboutlEiOO 
inhnbittmts;^ the country around 
is most beautiful for general pur< 
IMMCH. We stopiied there two days 
when we took tho boat again for 
Qrny'H Hnrlwr n diatoiice of only 6 
initos, Hovuifun is the name of the 
town oitd u now pluco jusi sturtccl 
last spring, aitunied on the east 
dhora ot the Faciilc Ocean Several 
of our humber including myself pnr- 
eliuscd real cetntc, lots thnt wo puid 
from two hundred to three hundred 
und flf ty dollura, are uovr Worth from 
ftOO to (800, They huve mucli 
muro rain on tho coast in tho winter 
season ttion- they do one ^ hundred 
mileu'back.

It Is stifo to any thai thoro Is no 
other book which has hnd bo great an 
Influence upon tho lliomturo of tho 
world as tho Bible, a ays tho Century. 
And It Is almost as snfu— nt leant wllh 
no greater danger Ihnn thntot Htnrtlng 
nn Instructivo (Ildcuttitlon— 'to miy Ihnt, 
Lhora Is no oilier lltoruturo which litis 
felt this Influonco bo deeply or shown 
it so clearly na llio Knglbh. 

Tho cause of this hitter fact U not 
far to seek. It may bo, us a dls- 
coutonted French critic suggostit, ^lat 
Ilia parity duo lo llio iuburn and In- 
corrlglblotoiidency of tho Anglo-Saxon 
mind to dr.ig rollglou and meiiillty 
Into everything. Hut cerlnliily this 
tendonoy would nevor have taken such 
a dUtinctiy Biblical form hnd It not 
boon for tho beauty nnd vlgur of out* 
common Kngllsh version of tho 
Scriptures. Thcso qunlltlea woro toit 
by the people ovon boforo thoy were 
praised by the critics. 

Apart from all religious praposscB- 
slona, men and women and children 
wore faaclnatcd by iho iiiitlvo power 
and grouo of tho ueek.

In tho hrotidoitt 
sense, long beforo It wns rccoernizod 
as ono of our noblest clasxlc^ it hits 
colored tho talk of tho hnit^etioldand 
Uio stroot, as well as moutdcil tim Inn- 
guogu of scholaiii. It hun boon sumo- 
thlng mora than "n well of l^ngllsh 
undufllcd;" It has becotno ti part of 
spiritual atmesphom. W'a hoar the 
echoes of lla speech overv whore and 
Iho muHlo ol its fntnlilur phraKOs 
haunts all tho iiolds nnd grovcn ot our 
ftno lllornturo. 

. It Is not only to tho theoluglnna and 
Iho sennon makers that wo took for 
biblical allusions nnd nnotnlInii«. Wo 
often find tlio vory boat ntul moiit 
vivid of thorn in wrllora pretousediy 
Boculnr.
